Congressman Are Preparing 
for a Strenuous Contest 
With the President, 


ROOSEVELT WILL VETO 
RIVER-HARBOR MEASURE 


President Has Been Led to That De- 
termination by Root and the 
Congressmen Are in a 
Rage — Clash Seems 
Certain.

Washington, April. 4.—(Special.)—Secre- 
tary Root is, from present indications, 
preparing to get the president into an- 
other clash with congress. This time it 
is over the rivers and harbors bill, in 
which so many members of the senate 
and house are deeply interested. 

In addition to the threat of ship sub- 
sidy acvocates that the river and harbor 
bill will not be allowed to pass unless 
the shipping bill goes through the house, 
it is now reported that, acting under 
the advice of Secretary Root, the presi- 
dent has said he would veto the bill if it 
reachts him. 

If this step is taken, it will precipitate 
an ugly row between the white house 
and capitol, which republican leaders are 
very anxious to avoid. They say the 
present river and harbor bill is a very 
conservative measure and that there is 
no occasion for a hue and cry being made 
against it. Some of them are go unkind 
as to criticise the secretary of war pret- 
ty severely and to suggest that if the 
president follows his advice all sorts of 
troud.e is in store for him. 

Republican leaders do not hesitate to 
question the political wisdom of the sec- 
retary of war, who seems to possess the 
faculty of some former cabinet ministers 
of making himself intensely unpopular 
at the capitol. The bill is now before the 
senate committee on commerce, which is 
vorking on its details. A number of in- 
creases will be made.

1899, and 
with this photograph are a number of 
papers intended to defnonstrate that it is 
an absolute copy of ar origin4Al that act- 
ually existed and was issued by the late 
General Luna. Confirmatory evidence on 
this point, it is stated, is a statment by

TO CUT THROAT | 


HE PAID A BOY 
Aged Samuel Collins Paid 
Young Felt-to Put Him Out 

of the World, 


BOY STRIPPED THE BODY 
AND WALLED IT IN CAVE 


Felt Says He Didn’t Want To Kill 
the Old Man, but the Latter 
Insisted, and. He Finally 
Used Razor. 


Salt Lake, Utah, April 4—Clyde Felt, a 
boy barely 15 years old, today confessed 
to the police that it was he who cut the 
throat of Samuel “Collins, the aged 
vatchman of the ~Wasatka mineral 
springs, whose body wes found last Sun- 
day in a small cave in the hillside above 
Yvarm Springs. 

The deed was done, the boy claims, 
orly after repeated urging by the old 
man, who told the boy that he intended 
to kill himself anyway, as hs was tired 
of living. 

After cutting Collins’ throat, Felt says, 
he took the old man’s clotnes and hid 
them under a pile of bowlders, walled up 
the entrance to the cave as best he could, 
wiped the blood off the razor and his 
finger, then went down the hill and 
wasted his hands in the stream. Collins, 
he said, had given him a little money for 
killing him. 

Young Felt told the Bolice yesterday 
that Collins had committed suicide after 
arranging with himn to wall up the en- 
trance to the cave. so that his body 
could not be found. Barly this morning, 
in company with two policemen, the hoy 
went out among the Hills to lacate Col- 
lins’ valise, which he claimed he had car- 
ried for the cld man the day of his death. 
After severai hours’ search Felt breke 
cdown, 

Confession of the Boy. 

“I killed the old man,” he said, ‘‘but I 
could not help it. He made. me do it. 
We did not go up Ensign peak, and I did 
not have any valise to carry. The old 
man tcid me to tell thar storv if his 
Lody was found, When we got up to the 
ttle cuve he began undressing. I asked 
him what he was doing that for, a @! he 
said he was going to commit suicide. I 
sata, ‘Oh, don’t do that while [I am up 
rere.’ Then he said, ‘I want you to kill 
me. Here are some stakes and gome rope. 
You tie me down and then cut my 
throat.’ baie 

‘I did not like to do it, but he begged 
so hard that I just could not stand it. 
He took the rope and wrapped it around 
his legs and got me to tie his arms to his 
side. Then I took the razor. He kept on 
begging and finally I $ast’ took the razor 
and gave one siash across his throat and 
jumped out of the hole and ran. He had 
told me to bury his clothes. I went and 
got the pile and carried them away down 
the gully and buried them. 

Walled Up Corpse. 

“Then I went back and the old man 
was dead. I took some rocks and built 
a wali in front of the cave for about a 
foot. But I got scared and did not finish 
it, so I came back the next day and 
finished walling up the hole. I could 
not help doing it. The old man could 
make me do anything he wanted to.” 

Felt insists that he was alone with 
Collins when the murder was committed. 
Nevertheless the police believe that the 
boy has not told all of his story and are 
working on the theory that others were 
implicated. Behind the crime is a story 
of moral degeneracy that has few paral- 
lels. Collins, according to the police, 
had a number of boys in the neighborhod 
completely under his influence and ex- 
press the belief that his death was tne 
culmination of a plot on the part of the 
boys to kill the old man and thus rid 
themselves of his influence over ithem, 

Young Felt, it is claimed by the police, 
was a reader of dime novels. It is stated 
by the county attorney that a charge of 
murder in the second degree will be made 
against the boy.

Over One Thousand Deaths from the 
Disease at Manila. 

Manila, April 4.—Two cases of cholera 
have occurred in the Bulibid prison 
Consequently all the priseners there have 
been discharged and will be taken to a 
detention camp, which will be quaran- 
tined. 

The total number of cases of cholera 
reported here up to noon todzy was 140, 
and there heve becn 115 deaths from ®he 
Cisease. 

In the provinces thirty-two cases of 
cholera and nineteen deaths from that 
cause have ocurred. 
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Arbitration Treaty Signed. 

Trashington, April 4.—The state depart- 
ment made public today a synopsis of 
the arbitration treaty signed between 
the Argentine Repubijic and Paraguay. 
The contracting parties agree to suomit 
to arbitration all controversies which d» 
not affect the constitution of either 
ccuntry and which cannot be solved by 
direct negotiations. Questions once de- 
clded cannot be reopened.

Negotiations have been completed under which it is arranged that the Savan- 

nah, Florida and Western Railway Company will, on or before the first of July, 1902, 
be consolidated with and become the property of the Atlantic Coast Line. 

The negotiations also contemplate that the other railway properties of the 

Plant System will pass under the.control of the Atlantic Coast Line at the same time. 

It has also been agreed that when the consolidation takes place, the Southern 

Railway Company will have trackage rights thereafter for all of its trains, both 

passenger and freight, over the lines between Savannah and Jacksonville, thus mak- 

ing Jacksonville the southern terminus of the Southern Railway Company for its 

Florida service to and from the east and west,

From the very moment the news of 
this tremendous deal—one of the larg- 
est in southern railroad history—was 
received by The Constitution last 
Wednesday afternoon, every effort has 
been made, regardless of expense, to 
secure an Official confirmation. Tele- 
grams were rushed to every official 
likely to know of the deal, and a 
stream of questions ana requests for 
additional information was poured into 
Wilmington, Savannah, Jacksonville, 
Charleston and New York.

Bills for the Exclusion of the 
Chinese Are Up in Senate 
and House. 


CASE AGAINST CHINAMEN IS 
PRESENTED BY MITCHELL 


Senator Claims That the Exclusion 
of the Celestials Is WNecéssary 
to Safety of People of the 
United States. 


The senate today began tthe considera- 
tion of what is popularly known as the 
Chinese exclusion bil. Mr. Mitchell, of 
Oregon, delivered the opening speech. He 
pointed out forcefully the necessity for 
the exclusion of Chinese laborers and 
carefully analyzed the provisions of the 
measure which had been presented by the 
committee. He said that it had been 
constructed on the basis of existing law. 
in the light of experience and of the de- 
cisions of the courts. While its provisions 
were drastic, the bill, in some respects, 
was more liberal than the Geary act. 

The Indian appropriation bill was under 
consideration for a time. but was not 


completed. 7 

Mir. Mitchell, in beginning, said that the 
policy of the Chinese excusion had become 
one of the great policies of this country. 
acquiesced in by all political parties’, and 
ns firmly fixed as the Monroe ‘doctrine. 
I: is a policy based upon the general wel- 
fare, up)dn 'the principle of protection to 
American labor and upon the doctrine of 
protection against noxfous infection of 
those fnstitutions which constitute Ameér- 
ican cfvilizatidn. 

No radical departure was proposed from 
statutes now in operation. the bill being 
a virtual codification of the existing laws 
and reguintions concerning the admisstfonp 
to this country of Chinese persons. The 
aim of the framers was carefully to avoid 
anything which might give. just cause 
for ‘offense to the Chinese empire. Every 
Chinese person shall be deemed a la- 
borer, witnin the meaning of the bill, 
rho is not an official, a teacher. a stu- 
deat. a merchant or a traveler for curt- 
osity or pleasure, 


Constitutionality of Measure. 


Mr. Mitchell said that no one could | 


question successfully the authority of 
congress to establish and enforce all nec- 
essary rules, which would operate as a 
statutory safeguard against fraud, and 
which would test properly the good fafth 
of Chinese persons claiming to belong to 
one or another of the exempted classes. 

Mr. Mitchell expressed the belief that 
the constitutionality of the proposed 
measure could not be challenged suc- 
cessfully. He pointed out that China had 
not regarded such a policy on.the part of 
the United States as hostile to the em- 
pire of China. 

Further along Mr. Mitchell said that the 
proposed legislation is a grand step in 
the direction of freeing our people and 
our institutions from the corrifting and 
corroding influences of pauper labor, and 
those virulent and destructive vices so 
inseparably connected with the lower 
classes of Asiatic serfdom, and whose pol- 
sonous virus, 1f permitted to permeate 
our body politic, inevitably will lead to 
lamentable blight, pitiable decay and ul- 
timate destruction. 

In conelusion, Mr. Mitchel] warned the 
republicans of the senate that if they 
failed to pass the proposed bill, which had 
been agreed upon by a non-partisan com- 
mission, and insisted on forcing the pass- 
age of a statute “‘which is inadequate and 
inefficient, thén, at the coming election, 
look out for such a vote of condemnation 
of the republican party on the Pacific 
cceast as you have not heard since the 
overthrow of the republican party in 
1884.’’ 

A concurrent resolution was adopted 
providing for the appointment of a joint 
cummittee cf the two branches of con- 
gress to attend the ceremonies incident 
to the transfer of the remains of Gen- 
eral William S. Rosecrans from Califor- 
nia to their final resting place in Arling- 
ton ceme:ery near this city.

The reading of the Chinese exclusion 
bill then was begun and various commit- 
tee amendments and amendments in 
phraseoiogy were agreed to, 

During the reading of’ the measure Mr. 
Quay gave notice of the following amend- 
mént as an additional section: 

“That noting herein contdined stall 
be construsad to exclude Chinese Chris- 
thans who assisted in the @éfense or re- 
lief of the foreign legations of the Pe- 
Tang cathedral, in the city of Pekin, in 
the year 1900.” 

Mr. Penrose, in charge of the measure, 
said he cowd not accept the amendment, 
as not a member of the immigration com- 
mittee was in favor of it. 

“How many Chinese will that amend- 
ment let in?’ inquired Mr. Mitchell.

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BLIND MEN FORM A TRUST 


Novel Combine Has Been Made at 
Toledo, Ohio. 


FIFTEEN MEN IN THE POOL 


Sightless Unfortunates Seek To Col- 
lect Money Due Them by 
County Authorities. 


Toledo, Ohio, April 4.—(Special.)—The 
blind men of the city, about fifteen in 
number, have formed a trust. The object 
of this combination is to obtain from the 
county commissioners the $100 to which 
every needy blind man is entitled by act 
of tha degislature. This amount has never 
heen paid and the individual efforts of 
the blind men having proved ineffectual, 
they have pooled issues. 

Under the act the trustees of every 
township are required to certify to the 
ecunty commissioners the number of 
blind men in the township in need of as- 
sistance. The commissioners are then re- 
quired to make a levy to meet the obliga- 
tion. Attorneys have been employed to 
jay the matter before the city council and 
if pecessary take it into the courts, 
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vere made by F. M. Br: wef, of this city, 
on “Child Labor in the Department 
Store;’’ Henry White, general secretary 
United Garment Workers of America, 
New York, on “Machinery and Labor,”’ 
and Hayes Robbins, dean of the Institute 
of Secial Eccnomics, New Yorx on “The 
New South’s Rare Opportunity.’’ 

Mr. Robbins saic in part: 

“It is fortunate for Social progress that 
the point of view of modern economic 
thought has drifted so far away from the’ 
Old-school doctrine of non-iaterference 
that we can take hold of a problem like 
child labor to scme practical purpose. 
without becoming intelicctually disrepu-- 
table; because it is right here that factory 
legislation has met its bitterest opposi- 
tion. “he progress of such legislation 
nevertheless has been extraordinary, tne 
limit allowed for child labor ranging now 
from nine to fifteen years throughout the 
larger part of Europe. 

“In the United States there are limita- 
tions on child labor in thirty-fcur states 
ard all the tervitories. To select the 
greatest manufacturing st:tes as showing 
‘most clearly the possibility of prosperity 
without child labor, the limit is 14 years 
in Massachusetts, New York. Connecti- 
cut, Illinois and Indian‘; in Rhcde Islaad 
end Ohio 14, except during school vaca- 
tions, and no wrk at all under 12; in 
New Jersey 12 for boys and 14 for girls;

“HOLD UP TRAIN 


Feat Has Performed in Thres 
Miles of St Joe, Mo, 


Wo Violence Was Offered and Rail- 
road Men Say No Booty Was 
_ Secured—Train Robbed at 
' the Same Place Some 
WZ : Years Ago. 


S&. Joseph, Mo., April 4—Passenger 
train No. 13 on the Burlington road, which 
left St. Joseph for Denver at 11:40 o’clock 
_ last night, was:held up three miles north 
of the city limits by four masked men. 
No violence was offered and after hold- 
in the train thirty-five minutes it was 
allowed to proceed. 

Conductor Cox ahd Engineer Kust, in 
charge of the train, ran from the scene 
of the hold-up to Napier, the next ston. 
and from there renorted to the officials 
in this city. A dozen detectives were 
at once sent out. Ten shots were fired 
at the conductor and brakeman, but none 
took effect. 

The attempted robbery occurred fifteen 
minutes after the train left Francis street 
station in this city. The scene is very 
near the place where, on the night of 
September 24. 1898, four young men of 
this city made a futile attempt fo rob 
a Burlington train. two of the party 
being shot down. On that occasion the 
railroads under the leadership of W. C. 
Brown, then general manager of the 
Burlington's Missouri lines, ran a dummy 
train loaded with policemen and deputy 
sheriffs and the robbers were taken by 
surprise, their plans having been tipped 
off by a treacherous confederate. 

St. Louis, Mo., April 4.—The official re- 
port on the hold-up wired to the Bur- 
lington officials here says the robbers 
compelled the engineer and fireman to at- 
tempt to cut off the baggage car, which, 
however, was unsuccessful. Thereupon 
the baggageman was compelled to open 
the door.

Mr. Rhodes’ wil! is a remarkable and 
vo‘umincus document of more than 3,50 
words. It was executed :n 1£99. There is a 
codicil, attached on the day of the de- 
ceasei’s tast departure from England and 
another cabled from Cape Tovn, leaving 
£4,000 yearly to keep up the spot in the 
Matoppohbo hills where his remains are to 
be buried. The will- further directs thai 
a railroad extension be made into the 
Meatoppoho hills so that visitors may go 
there at the week-end to inspect the ‘‘maj- 
esty and glory of their surrounaings.”’ 

Grave To Be Cut in Rock. 

Mr. Rhodes expliettly says he is to be 
buried in an aperture cut in the solid 
rccks, surmounted by a brass tablet bear- 
ing the words: 

“Here Ne the remains of Ceci! Rhodes.” 

No one else is to be buried there who 
has not deserved well of his country. 

Mr. bodes bequeaths all bis landed 
property near Buluwayo and Salisbury, 
both in Matabeleland, to trustees, whom 
he directs to culuivate the land for the 
instruction of the people of Rhodesia. His 
celébrated eountry place at Groote 
Schuur, not far from: Cape Town, Mr. 
Rhodes leaves as a residence for the 
“prime minister of the federal goveérn- 
ment of South Africa,’ with £1,000 yearly 
for its maintenance. 

Regarding the American = scholarships 
Mr. Rhodes says: 

“I desire to encourage and foster an 
appreciation of the advantages which, [ 
4mplicitly believe, will result from a union 
of the English-speaking peoples through- 
out the world, and to encourage in the 
students from the United States who will 
benefit by these scholarships an attach- 
ment to the country from which they have 
sprung; but, without, I hope, withdrawing 
them or their sympathies from the land 
of their adoption or birth.”’ ; 
Tercitorial scholarships, once establish- 
ed. shall not lapse upon the admission of 
the territory to statehood.

BOERS ARE PUT 
TO UTTER ROUT 


Bloody Engagement Between 
Kitchener’s Forces and the 
Burghers Under Delarey. 


LOSSES ON BOTH SIDES 
ARE REPORTED AS HEAVY 


Boers Rushed British Position and 
Fighting Was at Close Quarters 
Till Burghers Were Re- 
pulsed—Canadian Rifles 
Were Destroyed.

London, April 4.—There 
fighting all day long March 31 in the 
neighborhood of Hart’s Niver, in the 
southwestern extremity of the Transvaal, 
between part of General Kitchener's force 
and the forces of Generals Delarey And 
Kemp, resulting In the repulse of the 
Boers after heavy losses on both sides. 

Lord Kitchener’s official report, dated 
from Pretoria yesterday evening, Says. 

‘General Kitchener (Lord Kitchener's 
brother) sent Colonels Keir and C ookson 
from Vryekuil, western Transvaal, March 
21. to reconnoiter toward Hart's river. 
They soon struck the track of guns and 
carried on a running fight for 8 miles, 
following the track through the bush. 
Emerging on a plain, large Boer reinforce- 
ments advanced against their flanks, forc- 
ing tee British troops to take up a de- 
fensible position, which they hastily en- 
trenched. Fighting ensued at close quar- 
ters till the Boers were repulsed on all 
sides. Delarey, Kemp and other lead- 
ers vainly attempted to persuade their 
men to renew the action Fifteen hun- 
dred Boers participated in the engage- 
ment, but thev had suffered too heavily. 
and:cleared away to the northwest and 
south. The British losses were also se- 
vere. The Canadian Rifles especially dis- 
tinguished themselves, one party com- 
manded hy Lieutenant Bruce Caruthers. 
holding its vost until every man was 
killed or wounded. Others of the forces 
showed great steadiness, allowing the 
Roers to advance within 2 yards of 
them and revelling them with a steady 
rifle fire.’’ 

Boer Prisoners Murdered. 

The war office has made a statement 
regarding the Australians sentenced for 
murdering prisoners captured in July and 
August in the wildest part of the Trans- 
vaal. 80 miles northeast of Pietersburg. 
As a result of the inquiry into the mat- 
ter, five officers were tried by court- 


and were found guilty as being acces- 
sories in twelve murders. Lieutenants 
Hancock and Morant were sentenced to 
death, which was carried out. They 
were also charged with murdering Rev. 
Cc! Hesse. but the evidence was not con- 
sidered sufficient to justify their con- 
viction. Lieutenant Wilton was found 
guilty of murder and was sestenced to 
death, but there were mitigating citcum- 
stances and the sentence was commuted 
to life imprisonment at penal servitude. 
Lieutenant Picton was found guilty of 
manslaughter and w28 cashiered. Major 
Lenahanj cOmmanding the Bushvelt car- 
bineers, who became aware of the crimes 
subsequent to their committal, was con- 
victed of culpably neglecting to repor 
them, and was ordered home to Australi4, 
his dismissal being unnecessary owing to 
the disbandment of the corps. The ac- 
cused pleaded in extenuation that a num- 
ber of their corps were ill-treated by the 
Boers, but the plea Was not sustained 
by the evidence at the trial.

BONDS IN DISPUTE ARE 
NOT VALID OBLIGATIONS 


That if South Dakota Possesses the 
Bonds by Assignment, the 
Transfer Is Made for 


. Purpose of Evading 
the Law. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 4.—(Spcecial.)—As 
has been stzted, North Carolina is sued 
by South Dzkota to recover the full prin- 
cipal and interest on ten certain bonds 
of the state, issued in aia of the Western 
North Caroiina ra‘lway, under the act of 
4866. Today North Carolira filed an an- 
#ver in this notable suit, which protests 
that the United States supreme court nas 
ro jurisdicticn, because matters com- 
plained of do not constitute any contro- 
versy between North Carolina and South 
Dakota: that if the bonds upon which the 
tuit brought are in South Dakota's pos- 
‘vession by assignrrent, or otherwise, such 
transfer and indications of ownership are 
purely colorable and collusive and in 
pursuance ef the unlawful combination 
made fcr the purpose of evading the 
elevent’s amendment to the consiitution of 
the Uniced States; that the bonds were 
not issued and sold according to the pru- 
visions of the act authorizing their is- 
gue; that their sale below par and with- 
cut bids was expressly torbidden, where2- 
as they were, by priyate arrangement, 
turned cver to the Western North Caro- 
lina railway and sold by the latter ata 
price greatly below par and North Caro- 
lina, therefore, denies that these bunds 
are valid obligations: that they were 
bought at a purely speculative price, not 
not over 2 cents cn the dollar; that other 
bondholdcrs, save as to $250,000 of the 
bends, assented to the exchanve of this 
class of bords at 25 cenis on the dollar 
under the act of 1879. 

North Carolina further sets forth that 
lf any of these bonds were transferred 
to South Dakota there was a cornbina- 
t.cn between the gcverncr of that state, 
or his agents, and Simcn Schafer, of 
New York, who, with ris brother, S. M. 
Schafer, owns 234 of tbrese alleged sec- 
cnd mertgage bords; that th: Schafers 
having last year petitioned the state to 
pay them more than other bondholders 
had been paid ané@ being refus:d concoct- 
ed this scheme not only to get full value 
of the ten bonds sued for, but of al) oth- 
érs outstanding; that while it is in form 
of a suit by South Dakota it is really 
one by individuals and that South Dako- 
ta has never made’ a demand on North 
Carolina for these bonds, the first in- 
formation being tiis suii.

MOSQUITOES THEY 
“ARE STUDYING 


Mississiplans Assert. That Insects Carry 
Deadly, Germ. 


RESPONSIBLE FOR THE FEVER 


Bulletin of Experiment Station Tells 
the Kind of Mosquito Which 
Conveys the Yellow Fever 
Germ—River Waters

Jackson, “Miss., April 4.—(Special.)—An 
interesting bulletin has been’ issued by 
the Mississippi experiment station con- 
cerning the mosquito as an agency in the 
transmission of disease. The bulletin as- 
serts that the malaria germ is conveyed 
by the anophelea punctipennis, a species 
very common in Mississippi, and which 
hatches its eggs in ditches, hoof prints of 
animals where water has accumulated, 
ete., but never in foul pools. 

It is asserted in the bulletin that the 
stegomyia fasciata species is responsi- 
ble for the communication of yellow fever, 
and this species is abundant in Mississip- 
pi. The most common variety in. the 
state, however, is the culex plpiens, 
which, so far as known, does not carry 
any disease. 

The tie-up of the railroads resultant 
from the Pearl river overflow has im- 
proved very materially during the past 
twenty-four hours. The waters are slow- 
ly receding, and it is hoped that sched- 
tiles can be regularly resumed on all 
roads centering in Jackson by the first of 
next week. The Illinois Central is run- 
ning trains regularly from Jackson to 
New Orleans over the main line, the back 
water in the Byram. neighborhood hav- 
ing left the tracks. The Alabama and 
Vicksburg road is still tied up between 
Jackson and Meridian, and trains are 
made up at this point for Vicksburg. The 
Gulf and Ship Island is still tied up on 
account of damage to the bridge across 
Pearl river and numerous washouts, 

Mississippi To Display. 

The Mississippi‘ commission appointed 
by Governor Longino for the purpose of 
arranging for a state display at the 
Louisiana Purchase exposition to be held 
in St. Louis next year, will meet in the 
governor’s office Thursday to select a 
state commissioner who will have active 
charge of the work of arranging the dis- 
play. It is learned from members that 
there is much likelihood of the place be- 
ing tendered to Colonel R. H. Henry, ed- 
itor of The Daily: Clarion-Ledger, and 
who for the past several years has held 
rank as one of the leading journalists of 
the south. The position pays a salary of 
$2,000 a year. 

The report of the appraisers appoint- 
ed to take the annual inventory of the 
penitentiary property has been filed. Ow- 
ing to the recent sensational charges 
brought against the prison management 
the report is of more than usual interest. 
It states that the total value of proper- 
ty on convict farms, both personalty and 
realty, is $322,616.71, an increase of $77,- 
833.56 over the inventory of last year. 
Much of the increase is on the new farm 
in Sunflower county, the value of which 
is placed at $150,000, against $79,678.76 last 
year, and the increase is the result of 
the extensive clearing work that has been 
in progress. The report states that the 
prison is well managed and the convicts 
properly clothed and, humanely cared for.

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GERMANS COME 
TO OLD GEORGIA 


More Immigrants Settle in 
Glynn County and Go to 
Work. 


COLONY THERE IS ON 
THE INCREASE RAPIDLY 


The Settlement Is a Few Miles from 
Brunswick, and the Newcomers 
Are a Sturdy Class of Peo- 
ple and Get Aid from 
the Georgians. 


Brunswick, Gi, April 4.—(Special.)— 
Seventeen additional members of the Ger- 
man-American colonists arrived via the 
Southern railway yesterday morning and 
went out to their settlement a few miles 
from this c‘ty. This makes about one 
hundred increase of the citizenship of 
Glynn county within a few weeks and of 
that sturdy class :of people who, more 
than any cther within the past ffty 
years, have developed the great north- 
west ccuntry. 

It has been the dream of land owners 
and railroads ané emigration agents to 
get a mover7zent of German emigration 
flowing to this country through southern 
ports and this is the f:rst time it has 
taken definite shape, although efforts 
have keen made in the past. 

These peoplé are coming from a prov- 
ince in southern Russia, which is about 
the seme parallel latitide as our own 
and, therefore, there wil! be little trouble 
cf acclimation. They are from a prov- 
ince wholly made up of Germans. wh» 
were induced to settle in Russia during 
the reign of Alexander I, but because of 
Russian oppression ir late years they 
have grown restive and they seck an 
esylum in this country, where each man 
who works and is sober may soon ac- 
qvire a little home of his own, If those 
who have come should prosper and send 
back encovraging words to the old coun- 
try there will be tens of thousands of 
families to come and the movement would 
naturally extend to Gern-anv itself, while 
thousends of Germans ncw enlurine the 
hard winters of the west would natural- 
ly join their brethren in the south. 

There is no telling to what proportions 
this movement may grow and the Clynn 
county authorities have decided to do all 
in their power to aid in this matter by 
having the lands about their colony set- 
tlement drained so as to prevent sickness 
and fever during the coming summer. 
‘These people herve their own school and 
their own churches and are apparenily 
good natured end happy. They land in 
Brunswick in the evening from far awv 
Russia and the next morning. by day- 
break. they are hard at work with hoe 
and ax cutting down trees and digging 
palmetto réots and preparing to raise a 
crop,

GUERRY TIPS FROM S&S. C. TAPP. 


Atlanta Lawyer Yesterday Address- 


ed the People at Dallas. 

Dallas, €a., April 4.—(Special.)—Sidney 
C. Tapp, of Atlanta, spoke here today in 
the interest of Hcn. Dupont Guerry for 
gcvernor. He said in part: 

“‘Fellow-Citizens: 1 come not here to 
play upon your prejudices or your parti- 
san feelings. 1 come not to deal in vague 
generalities, but 1 come tc deal with prin- 
ciples and issues that involve the we.fare 
ot this state and ter cil:zens.”’ 

Continuing, he said: ‘‘Lobbyism, free 
passism to officers who have to pass on 
r‘ghts of institutions distributing them. 
unjust taxation, are amcng the issues in- 
volved in this campaign. They are issues 
that touch the vitals of free institutions 
and th> homes of free citizens. The rail- 
roads are dodging enougu just taxes due 
this state annually to suppcert the free 
school system, so every child in Georgia 
could have a fair educaticn.”’ 

Continting, he said: “I denounce it as 
a judicial outrage fer the Southern rail- 
road with its $65,000,400 worth of property 
in this state, which is protected by the 
laws, supported by our taxypavers, to drag 
vidow vwcmen ard orphan children from 
the jurisdicticn of cur state courts into a 
fcreign cour:, and we demand that this 
great monopoly cf transportation, pro- 
tected by the laws of Georgia, shall place 
its charter on file in this state and pe 
subject to the courts of Georgia. We de- 
mand that these institutions pav taxés 
in the same proportion as the private citi- 
zen. This is but justice, but it is not 
justice they want’’ 

Continuing further. he said: ‘'Fellow- 
citizens, I co not believe that the people 
of this state will say by their ballot that 
ary man shculd be elected its chief mag- 
istrate who has rot the abilitv to come 
out in the cpen and discuss these vital 
issues with his o-ponents. or is backed 
by such a combination and political ring 
that he is not permitted ané@ cannot dap 
so. But the ‘cksed mouth’ campaign 
that is being conducted from the Kimbell 
house in Atlanta tell us that they are 
conducting a ‘dignified’ campaign. and 
that they want ‘peace’ Well fellow- 
citizens, on the 5th day of Jun next, we 
will give them pence by Ictting them and 
their ailies and their candidate retire to 
the quietude and peace of private life. 
We will relfeve them of the arduous du- 
flies of caring for the public affairs of this 
state. That siren song of the one hundred 
and twenty counties that they started out 
with is a thing of the past.

If Toembs and Hil! and Stephens 
were here where would thev be in this 
contest ? Like Dupont Guerry, thev 
would take their stand with the people 
and be moved bv patriotic motives. and 
their voices wonld be heerd in behalf of 
Dvrpont Guerrv.”’

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ADDRESS OF HON. J. C. C. BLACK. | 
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The Distinguished Georgian Speaks 


to the Students of Mercer. 

Macon. Ga., April 4.—(Spectal.)—The ad- 
dress of Hon. J. C. C. Black this morn- 
ing was one’ of the most delightful and 
helpful addresses to which the fqulty 
and students of Mercer have listened at 
this college yvear. Judge Black spoke in 
his characteristic forceful manmer and 
spiced his profound philosophy of life 
and its duties with an occasional bit of 
wit. He began by paying a tribute to 
the faculty for the noble and successful 
manner in which thev are performing 
their work of moulding and shaping char- 
acter and intellect. 

Then addressing the students he called 
attention to the serious duties and re- 
sponsibilities of life and said that the 
purpose of his remarks would be to help 
them decide what they would do with 
their life. He said that the future is 
rich with possibilities for a voung man. 
He showed: the: absurdity of a person 
continually looking toward and glorving 
in the past. -He safd that while good 
things are no more common to any age 
or people than is sin localized, vet in 
our own country and in the present age 
is to be found the best things and the 
best people that the world has ever seen. 
His advice to the young men was, ‘Do 
the thing that you can do better than 
anything else and better than anybody 
else.” He then showed the advantages 
of effort. The Latin singer has truly 
said ‘“‘Poeta nascitur non fit.’’ but every 
person will fail who depends ypon the 
‘nascitur’’ and neglects the “‘fit.’’ 

He then advised the young men to get 
more power, more influence, and more 
money. ‘It is more blessed to give than 
to receive.”” but how can a person give 
without first having received? ‘‘Money.”’ 
he said, “increases a man’s power to do 
good as well as to do evil. Every man 
should seek to get more money but 
should not make it the whole of his pur- 
pose in life. The trouble with the old 
man spoken of in the Scriptures was not 
that he pulled down his barns and built 
larger ones and filled them with the 
fruits of the fields, but that he tried to 
feed his soul on corn and fodder.” 

Judge Black then addressed a few words 
to the members of the law class, who 
were present in a body.

One of the surest evidences of a 


city’s growth in population and com- 


mercial importance is found in the 
postal records. Those figures are sta- 
tistics of actual value, because they 
are the results of official enumerations 
exactly made for govermmental ac- 
counting. They are not subject to spe- 
cial padding and temporary expansion 
for the vaunting of municipal pride or 
special claims. 

The steady and phenomenal growth 
of Atlanta has in the past always been 
correctly indicated by the postal re- 
turns of our local office. Those who 
were disposed to doubt some of our 
boastings have not been able to gain- 
say the practically infallible showing 
of our business activity made by the 
postoffice records. 

Yesterday The Constitution printed 
some figures exhibiting the more re- 
cent increase of mail business origi- 
nating or ending in Atlanta. By com- 
paring them with the reports from 
other cities of the country we find 
they are even more significant than 
they appear in a prima facie state- 
ment, 

The figures printed yesterday were 
only the March receipts for 1901 and 
1902, and they compare as follows:

There is a clear increase, with no ex- 
traordinary events or stress of busi- 
ness urgency to enlarge the volume of 
mail matter, of nearly 26 per cent in 
the receipts of last month over. those 
of the same month in 1901. We doubt 
if there are many, if any, cities in the 
United States that will be able to du- 
plicate that percentage. 

Further, to show that the growth 
of Atlanta is steady and really phe- 
nomenal, we quote the annual re- 
ceipts for three years past, as follows:

These figures show that the receipts 
of last year were 14 per cent plus over 
those of 1500-1901 and 29 per cent plus 
over those of 1899-1900. Thar. would 
indicate that, taking the years in and 
out, busy and off seasons combined, 
Atlanta is increasing her postal re- 
ceipts at the steady rate of about 15 
per cent per annum. 

It must be remembered that neither 
the postal accounts of country offices, 
for which Atlanta is the depository, 
nor the receipts from the issuance of 
money or postal orders, are included 
in those figures. They represent sole- 
ly the legitimate business of the At- 
lanta city office.

In aur issue of yesterday The Consti- 
tution reproduced the views of the edi- 
tor of The Cobb County Courier in 
reference to the educauonal issues 
which have for some time confronted 
the people of Georgia. 

The proposition to estaviish com- 
pulsory uniformity in text-books by 
legislation has been embodied in num- 
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erous bills which have failed of pas- 


| tains this state's fire exhibit. 


sage in successive terms of the gen- 
eral assembly of Georgia, and the op-- 
ponents of the measure have so far 
successfully contended for local op- 
tion in educational matters so far as 
the selection of text-books has been 
concerned. !t is urged that the law 
now requires all the public schools 
in each county to use the same system 
of text-books, the selection being con- 
fided to the county board of educa- 
tion, who are supposed to know the 
needs and preferences of the school 
patrons in their respective communi- 
ties, and that a compulsory state sys- 
tem of uniformity would not only re 
sult in unnecessary expense, but would 
tend to discourage popular interest 
by removing the control of the instru- 
mentalities of education too far from 
domestic influence. 

The theory of text-book uniformity 
is not new in Georgia politics, having 
been agitated for some time. The 
legislature of Georgia some years ago 
authorized the governor of the state 
to appoint a text-book commission to 
investigate the operation of the uni- 
formity system in other states, and 
Governor Atkinson appointed a strong 
board, composeu ot well-known Geor- 
gia educators, among whom were the 
state school commissioner, also Hon. 
Henry R. Gaetchius, Professors W. B. 
Merritt, T. D. Tinsley and J. C. Beau- 
champ. After an exhaustive examina- 
tion into the supject, the board, with 
the exception of Mr. Beauchamp, unan- 
imously reported against the adoption 
of the uniformity system, claiming 
that it was expensive, impractical 
and inefficient. 

The recent state convention of 
teachers also adopted resolutions con- 
demning the principle of state uni- 
formity, but the advocates of the the- 
ory continue their efforts in its be- 
half, and in the meantime the discus- 
sion wages merrily on. 

With the view of presenting both 
sides of this interesting controversy, 
The Constitution on yesterday publish- 
ed an elaborate editorial review of Mr. 
Awtrey’s argument in behalf of uni- 
formity.

The Insurance Rate Extortion. 

Editor Constitution: Your timely editorial, 
“Unjust Insurance Rates,"’ in today’s issue, 
deserves the careful consideration of those in- 
terested in fire risks. 

The writer of this article, in a communica- 
tion to The Telegraph, quoted from reports 
submitted Governor Candler, of six of the 
prominent fire companies, as authorized by law, 
and published in the Atlanta papers February 
19, made an exhibit showing an average of 
20 per cent profit. Surely, in these days of 
bow interest, that percentage of profit ought 
to satisfy. But it seems that it does not, and 
all along the line rates have been advanced. 

Insurance companies are public utilities. no 
less than railroad lines. If the state has the 
power to control and fix rates for the trans- 
portation companies does not the same author- 
ity remain with the estate to protect ita citi- 
zens from unjust and excessive insurance 
rates? The power to control the one seems to 
the average citizen as if it could protect him 
from the grasp of the other. It is to be hoped 
our lawmakers will look wel) into thie matter. 

Wé have to face the dreaded trust wherdver 
we turn. Only yesterday the mandate of the 
meat trust was promulgated through the press 
that fresh meat go up 40 per cent. Is there 
a just reason for so excessive an increase in 
this one of the prime necessities of life? All 
signs indicate that the large packers have 
amassed millions of dollars, and if they have 
done so in the past few years at the prices 
that have been current, does there appear any 
Other reason than greed for advancing their 
rates so sharply? 

It may be asserted our own people are re- 
sponsible for this. They have been negligent 
and have not protected their own interest in 
raising their own stock cattle, sheep and hogs 
until the trust has controlled the supply even 
of fresh meat for home consumption. 

Grave issues are facing the people in these 
encroachments.

WANT THEIR CASES HURRIED. 


Money To Pay Lawyers To Defend 
Alleged Gold Brick Men. 

Raleigh, N. C., April 4—(Specfal. j—The 
state officials are notified that in the 
Unired States supreme court next Mon- 
day a motion will be made by Howard, 
Hawley and Daley, the three alleged 
gold brick swindlers in the penitentiary, 
to advance their case which is before 
that court on a writ of error granted by 
Chief Justice-Furches, of the South Car- 
olina supreme court, and also in habeas 
corpus proceedings. Gilmore, of Chica- 
go, is the chief counsel for the swindlers, 
and he will claim that the case ought to 
be advanced because the liberty of the 
citizen is involved. The fact is the 
friends of these swindlers have sent $6,000 
to this state to be used in getting them 
out of the penitentiary. This is a legal 


| fund for their benefit. 
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Sh ea es April 4.—(Special.)—A bill 
introduced by Senator Bacon which, as he 
explained when he presented it, was 
passed by the senate in the fifty-third con- 
gress, is designed to drive out from the 
country anarchistic classes and to put 
an end to the support of anarchisfic utter- 
ances. Its purpose, as explained in the 
title, is “to provide for the exclusion 
and deportation of alien anarchists,” and, 
of this proposed legislation Senator Bur- 
rows, of Michigan, said if there had been 
such a law, the assassination of Presi- 
dent McKinley would not have occurred. 

The bill provides that no alien anarch- 
ist shall be permitted to land at any port 
of the United States or be admitted into 
the United States. It directs that the 
board of special inquiry created under 
the immigration act shall diligently in- 
quire of any alien seeking admission 
into the United States, who is suspected 
of being an anarchist, as to his antece- 
dents, his opinions as to government, 
and whether he belongs to any society 
or organization of known anarchistic ten- 
dencies; and the board is given authority 
to examine the person of such immigrant 
for marks indicative of such member- 
Ship. It may accept evidence of the im- 
migrant’s common reputation as an an- 
archist, and the orders, decrees, or judg- 
ments of foreign governments, and for- 
eign police notifications as prima facie 
evidence which may be deemed sufficient, 
unless successfully controverted, to pre- 
vent the admission of such alien. 

To Search Them Out. 

Where the superintendent of immigra- 
tion is satisfied from oath or affirmation 
filed with him that any alien anarchist 
has been allowed to land or has come into 
the United States contrary to law, or 
when such officer has reason to believe 
from oath or affirmation filed with him, 
that any alien in the United States is 
an anarchist and that his presence in 
this cc§#ntry will be a menace to the 
government or to the peace and well- 
being of society in general, 
& warrant and cause such suspect to 
be brought before him. The suspect shall 
be tried, being given an opportunity to 
submit his defense. If after such hear- 
ing the superintendent of immigration is 
satisfied that the accused is an alien an- 
archist and that his presence in this 
country will be a menace he shall cause 
the suspect to be conveyed to the port 
of departure and returned to the country 
from whence he came. The right to ap- 
peal to the secretary of the treasury is 
given to the accused and no final order 
of deportation shall be carried out until 
the accused has an opportunity, if he 
so desires, to apply for a writ of habeas 
corpus, to be issued by any judge of any 
United States court. The secretary of the 
treasury is given authority under this 
bibl to authorize the collector of customs 
at any port to proceed against any alien 
anarchist according to the provisions 
of this act. 


Courts To Aid. 

In cases where, upon the trial and 
conviction of any alien on any crime or 
misdemeanor involving moral turpitude 
in any United States court.or any court 


of record of any state or territory or the 
District of Columbia, it shall appear from 
the evidence produced at the trial that 
such alien is an anarchist or that his 
remaining in this country will be a men- 
ace to the government or to the peace 
and well-being of society in general, the 
presiding judge shall direct that a further 
hearing shall be had before him upon 
the matter at an early date, and if the 
judge shall be satisfied that such con- 
victed alien is an anarchist- or that his 
remaining in the country will be a menace, 
the convicted alien, after serving out 
the sentence that the court placed upon 
him on the first charges, shall be taken 
before a commissioner of immigration 
and his deportation ordered. Should he 
return to the United States he shall be 
arrested and sentenced to confinement 
in the penitentiary for a period not ex- 
ceeding four years and afterwards again 
deported, 

Government Agents To Go Abroad. 

Authority is given to the secretary of 
the treasury to appoint such number of 
immigration agents as he may deem 
necessary, not exceeding twelve in num- 
ber, who shall go abroad and make in- 
vestigations in other countries, under the 
direction of the secretary of the treasury, 
pertaining to intended immigrants, and 
especially to diligently inquire and in- 
form themselves as to the character of 
the intended immigrants—whether anarch- 
ists, criminals, or alien contract laborers— 
availing themselves of police records, de- 
crees of expulsion and any and every 
source of information useful and ob- 
tainable so as to enable them to arrive 
at correct conclusions and to report there- 
on from time to time to the superintend- 
ent of immigration. 

The fact that an alien has declared his 
intention to become a,citizen of the United 
States shall ponertin, no bar to pro- 
ceeding against him. 

Statue to General Greene. 

Senator Pritchard has introduced a bill 
providing for an appropriation of $25,000 
for the erection of a statue to General 
Nathaniel Greene on the land of the 
Guilford Battle Ground Company, where 
the battle of Guilford couft house was 
fought on the 15th day of March, 1781. It 
is provided that $5,000 of this appropria- 
tion may be expended in the preparation 
and adornment of the park and grounds 
surrounding the statue and in laying off 
avenues in approach to it. 

In the preamble of his bill the senator 
explains that the Guilford Battle Ground 
Company, a corporation of patriotic citl- 
zens of North Carolina, have purchased 
the grond, about eighty acres, on which 
the important battle of Guilford court 
house was fought, and have reclaimed 
the same by restoring the roads, opening 
out avenues, planting trees, erecting 
monuments, constructing a lake, and 
otherwise improving and adorning the 
place, and have collected a museum con- 
taining very valuable revolutionary relics.

SENATOR BACON’ S BILL 
TO EXPEL ANARCHISTS 


TEA BABY IS PRESENTED 
ITO SENATE BY TILLMAN 
Washington, April 4.—(Special.)—South 


Carolina has an infant industry. Senator 
Tillman, when the bill for the repéal of 


~ 


the war revenue taxation was called up . 


in the senate recently, introduced the In- 
fant to the senate as “‘a poor little méasly 
southern tariff baby with only one pro- 
tected citizen, so far, a South Carolinan.” 

He referred to Dr. Charles U. Shepard 
and his tea farm at Pinehurst, Summer- 
ville. A short while ago Dr. Shepard 
wrote a letter to Senator Titlmen asking 
his assistance in defeating the repeal of 
the war, tax on foreign teas. It was in 
this connection that Senator Tillman call- 
ed the senate’s attention to the tea cul- 
ture experiment tn South Carolina. And 
while he did not care to plunge the een- 
ate into a tariff debate just at this time, 
Senator Tillman gave notice that he 
would at the earliest opportunity attempt 
to have this tax on tea reinstated. 

Strong Hope of Development. 

In his idetter to Sonator Tillman, Dr. 
Shepard stated that under the protection 
of the 10 cents per pound tax on tea and 
the assistance of congress in providing 
funds for experimentation in tea culture, 
there was strong hope of successfully 
launching a new tindustry in the south- 
ern states. An estate of 1,000 acres is be- 
ing established ‘gradually and foreign 
capitalists are seeking to invest $200,000 in 
another plantatior In that vicinity. Dr. 
Shepard also says ir his letter that the 
rumerous smail undertakings and oorre- 
spondence with the leading officers of the 
tig trunk line systems of the south and 
scuthwest both lead him to believe that 
tea culture wil! soon be established along 
a large scale and that parties are now 
contemplating the purchase of experi- 
mental tea estates aiong these railroads. 

The repea: of the tax or fcreign teas 
will, in the opinicn of Dr. Shepard, de- 
yrive American grewers cf essistence 
equivalent to the difference ian the cost 
}er pound of tea between the local and 
or:ental price of Jabor and will not only 
ciscourage those who have embarked in 
the industry, but prevent others who are 
row considering the project from at- 
tempting to follow them. 

Secretary Wilson Commends Indus- 
try. 

Senator Tillman read to the senate Dr. 
Ehepard’s letter and alse 2n extract from 
an official statement of the secretary of 
agriculture commending the industry 
heartily. Senator ‘Tillman then went on 
to make the point that the estabdshment 
of large tea farms in the south would 
offer employment to many of the thou- 
sands of little ‘“‘pickaninnies” along the 
ecast. Dr. Shepard utilizes this labor with 
success on his farm and, in addition to 
being taught how to pluck tea and to 
perform other work in connection with 
product of the crop, Dr. Shepard has 
established schools at Pinehurst, where 
these negro clvildren are reccived aud 
cducated. 

“Having called. your attention to the 
fact,’’ said Senator Tillman in conclusion, 
‘that we have a little baby in South 
Carolina that might, with your assistance 
and penevolence, yield some aid and com- 
fcrt to tnose little colored children in the 
way of calico frocks, handkerchiefs, rib- 
bons and a Hittle better food, and in time 
enable capital to go into these lands and, 
by training the negroes in planting tea, 
have that region, which is now selling 
from only $i to $5 an acre, blossom like a 
rose; and notifying vou that, whenever 
the opportunity offers, if I am in this 
chamber, I propose to press for a tariff 
on both tea and coffee—although we have 
rot any coffee plantations down there, we 
bave some in Porto Pico; we are going to 
have some in the Philippines, and we 
have got some in Hawalti—but as a demo- 
crat, desirous of having a revenue tariff 
niainly, with incidental protection, I will 
let this bill come to a yote and subside for 
the present.’’ 

President Will Visit It. 

It is expected that the visit of President 
Roosevelt and his cabinet to the Charles- 
ton exposition next month will include a 
v‘sit to Pinehurst, where they will be 
conducted over the tea farm and be en- 
abled to see for themselves what is be- 
ing done In the way of tea culture as well 
as in behuaif of the negrces. Secretary 
Wilson entertained the cabinet some time 
ago at one of their meetings with a de- 


scription of the tea farm at Pinehurst < 


and he will post the president and other 
members of the cabinet in regerd to the 
industry before their arrival at Pine- 
huret It is expected that gocd results 
will follow the visit of the party to Ping- 
hurst. 
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ALEXANDER CITY’S NEW MILL. 


Building Completed and Machinery 
Will Soon Be Installed. 
Alexander City, Ala., April 4.—(@pectal.) 
The immense three-story brick building 
for the cotton mills at this place has just 
been completed, and everything ig in per- 
fect readiness for the machinery to be 
put in. The Alexander City mills will be 
run at first with 10,00 spirdies, but in 
the course of a year 15,000 more will be 
put in, the building having been erected 
and perfected to that énd. There is not 
the slightest thought but this cotton mill 
will prove a great success, for it is built 
right in the heart of one of the largest 
and most prolific cotton belts in Ala- 
bama, and as this town buys an average 
of 16,000 biles of cotton annually, it will 
not have to inyport a single bale, thereby 
saving large sums of money for freight 

on raw material. 

Besides the. above reasons for its sus- 
cess, it has some of the best -business 
men in Alabama on its board, among 
whom are D. L. Lewis, president; R.

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NO APPEAL IN 
GRANADE’S CASE 


Slayer of Pope Goes to Chat- 
— tahoochee Camp This 
Morning. 


FIVE YEARS IS SENTENCE 
DELIVERED YESTEPDAY 


Granade’s Counsel, After Consulta- 
tion with Young Man’s Father, 
Announce That No Appeal 
Will Be Made for 
New Trial. 


Theodore J. Granade, the slayer of Jess> 
Pope, was sentenced yesterday morning 
by Judge Fite to five years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

The case will not be appealed. This 
fact was definitely decided on yesterday 
morning rhortly after the sentence, when 
Colone] Revben Arnold and Albert Cox 
had a consuitation with the father of the 
young man. 

Granade will be taken this morning to 
the Ohattahoochee brick yards, near the 
city. It was at the request of his fathe- 
that he was assigned to this camp. It 
ij probable that he will be given some 
light employment of a clerical character, 
es he is a young man of education and 
decided ability. 

Granade was brought into the court 
room shortly after 9 o'clock in the morn- 
irg. He looked brighter and appeared to 
be in better spirits than at any time 
since the fatal day when he k'lled his 
clagemate. The worst was ver and he 
seemed to be actually gicd that he was 
eccn to leave the city for the peniten- 
tiary. 

Judge Fite, in delivering sertence, -pok> 
for nearly half an hour. He summed up 
all the salient evidence in the case and 
his remarks were deeply impressive. 
Among other things, he said that the 
eviderice did not indicate that Pope had 
a pair of knucks, as the defense attempt- 
ed to establish, but that it did go to 
prove conclusively that Granade was 
armed with a murderous dirk which he 
had evidently carried for the express 
Turpose of settling the old score with 
Pope. 

Asked Minimum Sentence. 

As soon as Judge Fite had called the 
court to order Colonel Reuben Arnold, 
for the defense, arose and delivered a 
strong plea for leniency. He asked that 
the minimum punishment of one year 
be given, and urged that the ends of jus- 
t'ce would be subserved by such a sen- 
tence. He used as an argument the di- 
vision which existed in the jury in re- 
gard to Granade’s guilt, and said that 
one year woukd give the young man all 
the punishment he deserved and that at 
the end of that time he could resume 
Tie practice of his profession untainted 
from contamination with long association 
with criminals. 

Colonel Albert Cox spoke along the 
Same lines. 

Judge Fite ther asked Granade if he 
had .anything te say. The young: man 
replied briefly that he only hoped the 
judge would be as light in his sentenc2 
68 it was possible. 

Sentence was then delivered. Judges 
Fite summed up the evidertce at length. 
He stated that it had been conclusively 
ghown that the knife found on him after 
the deed had been committed was not 
the one with which he had killed Pope. 
He said that a langer and more deadly 
veapon had been used, and that after 
the <ommission of the crime it had been 
thrcwn away. This was a bad sign—an 
irdication that preparation had been 
made by Granade beforehand. 

He went on to say that Grandde would 
suffer keenly in the penitentiary, but 
that bis sufferings would he nothing 
compared to the pangs of the ‘lead man’s 
parents. 

Aifter sentence had been passed Granade 
was taken back to the Tower. In the 
afternoon he was taken to his room on 
Ivy street and allowed to remove his per- 
sonal effects.. Today he will be removad 


from the Tower to the Chattahoochee 
camp,

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NEGRO BREAKS MANY LAWS. 


Adolphus Bailey Charged with Four 
Crimes and Is Bound 
Over. 

Burglary, kidnaping, assault and bat- 
tery and trespass—al) four of these of- 
fenses are charged against Adolphus 
Bailey, a negro, by one act. Bailey was 
tried before Justice of the Peace Edgar 
H. Orr yesterday morning and was bound 
over to the criminal superior court on 
the most serious of the four charges— 
burglary. He was assessed a bond of 
$00, in default of which he was incar- 
cerated in the Tower. 

The case is remarkable, owing to its 
several phases. The negro is accused of 
breaking into the house of Minnie Wil- 
liams, colored; with kidnaping her 9- 
year-old girl; with choking the Williams 
woman, and with trespassing on the prop- 
erty of Dr. Joe C. Davis, who resides on 
the Campbellton road, near the city.

The claims of the movants in the case 
aggregate about $1,000, about the total 
amount in which Mr. Wood is said to be 
in excess of his assets. The stock of 
goods on hand is estimated as being worth 
between $15,000 and $20,000, and there is 
a considerable amount on the books which 
has not been collected. 

The hearing of the case has been set 
for next Saturday. Mr. Wood’s attorneys 
are Rosser & Carter, to whom he filed 
a mortgage of $2,500 Thursday. 

The insolvency of Walter J. Wood will 
be learned with a great deal of surprise.

Candidate for Legislature Has Large 
Audience at East Point. 


AT THE COLUMBIA TONIGHT 


Has Invited Other 
Candidates To Occupy Seats 
on the Stage at the 
Hxercises This Even- 

ing. 


Mr. Small 


The school auditorium at East Point 
was filled last night with residents of the 
town, including voters and many ladies, 
to hear Sam W. Small present his views 
as a candidate for representative from 
Fulton county. Mr. Small was accompe- 
nied to East Point by a number of 


friends. 

W. B. Callahan introduced Mr. Small 
in a very pleasing tribute to his well- 
known abilities and popularity. 

Mr. Small said in part: 

“T seek the office of representative by 
your favor because I believe I can serve 
you profitably and acceptably. The horor 
is one which I covet as a token of confi- 
derfce from my fellow-citizens and which 
I would endeavor to bear with dignity 
and credit. p 

‘‘The county of Fulton is the greatest 
in’ Fhe state in the magnitude of its pop- 
ulation, its industries, cosmopolitan in- 
téress and representative character as 
the site of the capital of Georgia. No 
general legislation is possible that will 
not affect her for good or ill in some of 
those respects. Her representatives 
ought to be men of fair abilities, ade- 
quate knowledge of the state’s history 
and inferests, and especially capable of 
safeguarding the rights and prerogatives 
of their own constituents. 

“IT have known Georgia since the throes 
of civil war took hold upon her, and I 
have passed through all the schools of 
her subsequent experiences. I love her 
people and her interests, and not one of 
either would ever suffer a known wrong 
at my hands. 

“It has been too much the custom in 
the past for some legislators to come to 
the general assembly with ‘knives out for 
Atlanta,’ so to speak. Some of them 
have seemed to think it popular to op- 
pose any measure calculated to benefit 
the capital city of the state, It would 
be a pleasure to me ‘to be up there with 
such men and to show them how badly 
they are mistaken. I flatter myself that 
the gentleman who undertook to get 
either fun or feathers by attacking At- 
lanta, or fighting her interests, would 
find a rocky road to travel so long as I 
could blaet a bowlder or heave a dornick 
in his path. 

Views on Education. 

“On the eubject of education I have 

decided views. The hot centest for the 
office of school commissioner shows that 
the people are concerned for a better 
system of public education. They want 
schools organized to meet the needs of 
the largest number of their children, and 
hey want results equal to the money 
which they annually spend upon the sys- 
tem. I would lend my most earnest ef- 
forts to secure to the children of Geor- 
gia adequate schools and the wisest use 
of the taxes the people so cheerfully de- 
vote to that end. 

‘Taxation is always a serious question 
to the eitizen. The constitution of Geor- 
gia was framed with the wise purpose 
of equalizing that burden as nearly as 
possible to all men in the state, and I 
believe a strict compliance with its pro- 
visions will abolish all opportunities for 
complaint and establish just and reason- 
able taxation adequate to all the needs 
of our state government.” 

Mr. Small said he would favor all just 
laws for the advancement of ‘the agricul- 
tural- interests of the state, for the pro- 
tection of the rights of labor, for the 
safeguarding of child labor, and for the 
increase of opportunities for technical 
training of our youth. 

Taking up the liquor question Mr. Small 
said the contest for representation in the 
legislature by. Fulton county was not 
over the question of prohibition or free 
liquor. No effort has been made by the 
prohibitionists of the county to make that 
issue. They have not organized for it 
nor put out candidates to represent it. 
They were content to let matters stand 
upon the local option law as it has ex- 
isted heretofore and under which all li- 
quor fights in the county have been 
fought. 

“The prohibitionists were prepared, and 
many are yet intending, to vote for some 
three of the candidates in the field hbe- 
fore my name was entered. I have come 


‘into the race on the same terms as the 


others already in it as to that question. 
The old understanding between the fac- 
tions, entered into in 1887,-has taken that 
issue out of our local politics. I did not 
come into this race to reintroduce it and 
stir up fresh strife, bitterness and en- 
mities over it. I want the votes of ali 
patriotic voters of Fulton county and if 
I am nominated I will stand squarely 
upon the afhouncements I] have made-as 
to local option—and the other candidates 
have made no better or further announce- 
ments on that line than I have. 

“If any one has a scheme to work on 
the people of Georgia whereby her rights 
or interests may be damaged he has not 
approached me withit. The state's prop- 
erty and treasure will be safe from any 
such, if any there be, if I am one of the 
legislators set to guard them. No revival 
or the ftrauuulent bond business can be 
proposed that will not find me quick to 
jump upon it and stamp it into rags, if I 
can. 1 know the history of every such 
scheme that has been kept alive and in 
hiding, but none of them will ever sur- 
vive if I can wield a blade strong enough 
and sharp enough to behead it. 

“The old soldiers of the confederacy 
have no better friend on earth, commen- 
surate with his means to help them, 
than myself. I was witness to their war- 
fare, their perils, their wounds, their 
sufferings, their failure and impoverish- 
ment. I have always stood for the larg- 
est possible aid to them who are in need 
and I know of no consideration on earth 
that would ever change my love for them 
and my loyalty to their every interest.”’ 

Mr. Small begged the voters present to 
give kindly consideration to his claims 
and permit him to.sServe them at least 
once in the legislative halls of the state 
he loves better than any other section of 
the Creator's footstool. 

At the Columbia Tonight. 

Mr. Small will speak tonight at the Co- 
lumbia theater at 8 p. m. He has ex- 
tended a cordial invitation to the other 
candidates to occupy seats upon the stage 
together with a large number of his im- 
mediate friends.

| INSURANCE NOTES. 
“The S. E. T. A. in Virginia. 

The repeal of the Wharton law by the 
Virginia legislature and the approval of 
the repealing act by Governor Montague 
gives the Southeastern Tariff Associatiog§ 
the right to operate in that state when- 
ever they see fit. 

The officers and members of the asso- 
ciation naturally feel very much gratified 
at this act of the legislature for they 
feel that it is a very practical demon- 
stration of what they have claimed for 
a number of years—that the insurance 
companies not oni~ have the right to co- 
operate, but that it is to the interest of 
the public as well as to the interest of 
the companies that they should. 

The legislature of Virginia passed the 


the state, as they thought that by the 
workings of the association competition 
was coerced and rates made higher than 
they should be. Since the passage of the 
law a number of companies have with- 
drawn from Virginia, and in consequence 
the fire ‘nsurance facilities have been 
greatly reduced while at the same time 
rates have been increased. 

The members of the association feel that 
their position has received the indorse- 
ment of the people of Virginia by this 
act of the legislature, and they have 
no fears of hostile legislation in the fu- 
ture. It is not knowh' when the associa- 
tion will enter Virginia again, and this 
will probably not be announced for some 
time, but the association will be in Vir- 
ginia again in a short time and will be 
stronger there than it ever was before. 


Surety Rate Meeting. 

The committee appointed at the meeting 
of local surety men last week met yester- 
day afternoon and prepared a tariff which 
will be presented to the committee of 
the whole in a.few days. The object of 
the surety men in forming the compact is 
not to put up rates on bonds, but to agree 
upon.a tariff and to pledge the different 
companies to uphold the tariff. Fidelfty 
insurance is comparatively a new busi- 
ness and the companies have hardly nad 
sufficient experience to know how to ar- 
rive at just and equitable rates. How- 
ever, the surety men of Atlanta think 
that is only fair for every one to be 
charged the same rate for bonds of the 
same or similar characters, and it is 
for the purpose of putting a uniform 
tariff into effect that they are getting 
together.

Fenn Has Improved Wonderfully, 
and Great Race Is Expected. 
Statements by Prince and 
Winesett About Lean- 
der’s Quitting. 


Little Fenn and Bobbie Walthour were 
matched yesterday for a series of motor-

Since his arrival in Atlanta Fenn 
has been training with tke serious inten- 
ticn of making an entrance into the mid- 
die distace game, but he has steadfastly 
refuséa@ to meet Walthour until able to 
do so with credit to himself. During the 
last week his improvement_has been so 
marked as to cause the backers of the 
lad to believe it possible perhaps to d3- 
feat the popular Atlanta rider. 

George Leander, the Chicago rider, who 
was defeated by Bobby Walthour on 
Thursday night, left for hig home in the 
west yesterday. He had a dispute with 
Manager Prince, the outcome of which 
was that Prince has refused to let him 
ride on any of his tracks. in the follow- 
ing letter sent to The Constitution yester- 
day Prince explains his stand in regard 
to Leander: 


Manager Prince’s Statement. 


Editor Constitution: In the afternoon paper 
a challenge was issued by George Leander to 
Bobby Walthour for another race. I wish to 
state to the public that Leander cannot race 
any more on the southern circuit after his per- 
formance Thursday night. I had contracts for 
him for a number of other races, both here 
and on my new track in Savannah, but all of 
these I have canceled after examining into the 
facts thoroughly. Rutz, who paced for Lean- 
der, states positively that Leander called for 
a slower pace. This ts verified by the assist- 
ant referee, leaving no room for doubt but 
that Leander makes a misstatement when he 
tries to place the blame for his poor showing 
on the pace or motor, and that he tried to 
make terms with Walthour not to lap him 
more than once {in each heat, as he had money 
up that Walthour would not lap him more 
than once, as he knew that Bobby could do 
it easily. I assure the Atlanta public I will 
allow only the best men to compete in races 
here, and take this means of punishing Lean- 
der as warning t6 all other riders that they 
must ride their best in Atlanta.

Leander is not in the class of Walthour at 
any time, but inasmuch as he had beaten him 
we could not deny him a second race. I had 
no intention when I arranged that race of ever 
riding a third contest against Leander, but 
inasmuch as that rider has come forward so 
boldly with his defy I am ealled upon to de- 
fend my man. It will be entirely useless for 
Leander to return from the east to meet Wal- 
thour, for he will never have the chance in 
this city, nor in the south. One point I wish 
to make before closing. The fastest heat of 
the first race was 8:05 and Leander was beat- 
en 2% haps in that heat. The fastest heat in 
the race of Thursday evening was 7:52, and 
Leander was again beaten 2% laps.

Swift, fast and almost errorless was the

HE biographies of successful busi- 
7: ness men, it is universally admitted, 

form the most useful lessons in the 
course of a business education; the story 
of the career of great writers is valuable 
to the literary aspirant; the lives of the 
saints have their ‘mportance as a part of 
a spiritual instruction; and, in fact, the 
story of every conspicuous life influences 
those who read it.

Coming to this country in 1845, when he 
was 16 years of age, he was first violinis< 
in a New York orchestra, toured in or- 
chestra with such famous artists as Jenny 
Lind, Sontag and others; plaved often as 
v:olin soloist prior to 18568, when he was 
a party to the Mason and Thomas sotrees, 


a series of chambor concerts in New York; 
was conductor later of several good or- 
cLestras in the large cities of the east; 
conducted the first Cincinnati @stival so 
successfully’ as to make it an annual 
event; and finally, with his own New 
Ycrk orchestra, after he hed _ visited 
Chisago on a tour, made that city the 
center of his operations, and the purpose 
of his work the establishment of a sub- 
stantial and general musica] culture in 
CMcago. It is not the narrative of events 
in the lives of great men that is impres- 
sive, but it is the cause of these events 
and their results—the man’s motives in ac- 
tion and the effect of his deeds—which 
exert the valuable influenee upon the ob- 
scrvers of his carer. The whole story of 
“homas'’ life and every important incl- 
dent shews that he has striven constantly 
for the best of music and for the public 
cuitivation in music of the highest type. 
With opportunity for a greater material 
ain, did he appeal oniy to popular taste 
through the cheanest methods, he has in 
many instances quite changed the popu- 
lar ideas of good music by treating these 
ideas with deference, but proving at the 
same time how much better are higher 
ideas. ° :

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, April 4.—Today’s stock market 
gave unmistakable evidence of 4a substantial 
recruiting of the speculative element. The 
movement was a good dea, of a mystery, both 
as to its motive and as to the identity of the 
operators. Stock market gossip attributed it 
to the same group of . western capitalists to 
which many recent movements have been at- 
tributed, and which has been supposed to be 
concerned in the present ‘large speculative op- 
erations in the grain markets. The days sacl 
erations were on a far larger scale than any- 
thing iff the recent history of the etock mar- 
ket. The dealings in St. Paul and Union Pa- 
cific were vividly reminiscent of the days of 
the boom of last year. The dealings fn these 
stocks were added to those in Louisville and 
Nashville and in Southern Pacific it wil} be 
found that considerably more than one-third 
of the day’s aggregate tramsactions are ac- 
counted for. It was mot until late in the day, 
in tact, that much impression was made upon 
other portions of the list. Such stocks as the 
New York publ@ utilities, New York Central 
and Pennsylvani® were then brought forward 
with spasmodic advances. In the final hour 
selling to take profite made heavy inroads up- 
on prices and reduced alj of the principal 
gains to fractional limits. The market closed 
dull, but steady. There was no news to ac- 
eount for the demand for stocks, although ru- 
mors were plenty pointing to a fresh read- 
justment of control in the transcontinental 
railroad system. Rather, the movement seem- 
ed based upon an assumption that the time 
of doubt and uncertainty over the outcome of 
the year was practically past, with the larg- 
est requirements upon the money market sup- 
posed to be met, and with the crops assured 
of a good condition after the winter to start 
the season with. To account for any such to- 
tal of sales as those recorded in the principally 
active stocks today allowance must be made 
for the sale and resale many times of identi- 
cal holdings. The general reaction at the end 
of the day also points to the tentative char- 
acter of the speculation. There was very ac- 
tive realizing among many of the specialties 
recently advanced, conspicuously Sugar and 
Colorado Fuel. Neither was there lacking the 
wide advances in obscure epecialties, which 
have recently characterized the market. There 
was no change in the situation of the money 
market except as indicated by a loss of cash 
by the banks during the week of over $3,000,- 
000 to the subtreasury, which is »ffset by a 
gain on the interior movemept of less than 
$1,000,000. The firmness of sterling exchange 
and the further decline in Paris rate of sterl- 
ing point to gold exports next week. The local 
money market was quiet, however, and the 
forecast of the bank statement made very lit- 
tle impression on the stock market.

CONDITIONS AT THE MINES.

The Constitution’s Great Scoop. 


The Constitution’s great scoop, which 
has been officially confirmed, on the 
absorption of the Plant system by the 
Atlantic Coast Line was still the chief 
topic of conversation among Atlanta rail- 
road men yesterday. The enterprise of 
The Constitution was the cause of many 
compliments. The deal is regarded as 
the biggest railway development which 
has transpired in the south since the 
organization of the Southern. 

It practically fixes for all time the traf- 
fic conditions for Florida busfness an@é 
means that the Atlantic Coast Line and 
the Southern will continue to handle thei» 
Florida trains as in the past. 

The part played by the officials of the 
Southern in getting a perpetual tradkcage 
right into Jacksonville is regarded as 
one of the cleverest pieces of financial 
negotiation ever put through, and restores 
to them whatever prestige for sagacity 
they may have lost when the Florida’ Cen- 
tral and Peninsular, which was then 
the Southern’s Florida connection, was 
scoopel by the Seaboard Air Line. 

Among railroad men there is much spec 
ulation as to the policy to be pursued 
by the consolidated system. The Plant 
was in a large measure independent, hand- 
ling the trains of the Atlantic Coast Line 
the trains of the Atlantic Coast Line 
and the Southern from the east and the 
trains of the Southern and the Louisville 
and Nashville from the west without 
discrimination. According to the contract 
made wy the Southern, its interests have 
been well cared for, but it is not known 
whether or not the Louisville and Nash- 
Ville will be able to put its trough train, 
“The «€hicago Ficrida Limited,’’ into 
Jacksonviltie mexi winter, now tnat the 
Plant lines have been merged into tne 


Atlantic Coast Line system. 


The Fight for Vallas Business. 

As the time for the Confederate Veter- 
ans’ reunion at Dallas draws nearer, the 
passenger officials are drawing the lines 
closer. The fight for this business is 
now absorbing the attention of all pas- 
Senger men in this section who represent 
western lines or lines having western 
connections. 

The business will be handled through 
three gateways—Memphis, Shreveport and 
New Orleans.

The Southern also has its own 
line to Memphis through Chattanooga, 
Out of Memphis the competition will be 
fierce, the Texas and Pacific, the Cotton 
Belt, the Iron Mountain, the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, the Choctaw, the San- 
ta Fe and the ‘Frisco all being in the deal. 

Atlanta is now_the Mecca of the pas- 
senger men of tnese lines. Practically 
the whole of the Dallas business from the 
southeast will be handled through Atlan- 
ta, and the passenger men are coming 
here to get a line on it.
